Wis.. his former 
home, where ho had driven his mother 
in the car Friday, the day after the 
murder, was Quoted as admitting that 
he alone planned and

tragedy. 


The terriblo beatings shown on the. 


bodies and the trussing of both was 
merely "to be sure they were dead," 
according to the alleged confession, 
which in part follows": 
Gave Him No Chance 


"Ausmus waited In the car outside 


my house at the curbing while 
I 


went inside with Dougherty. I told 
him I would give him the money for 
the car in the parlor. When I got to 
the parlor I drew a pistol. He just 
held nr his hands. I guess he thought 
I was going to rob him. 


"1 pulled out tho handcuffs with one 


hand and told him to hold out his 
hands, one at a time. All the lima I 
kept him covered with the gun. He 
looked like a powerful man and 1 
wasn't going to give him. a chajice. 
I took him to the basement. 


"When we got down the stairs I 


took the baseball bat In one hand, but 
I kept him covered with the pistol so 
that he couldn't rnova 
" 'Turn around.' I said. He started 


I guess Ihen he had an Idea 
of what was coming, but it was too 
late. 1 swung tho bat with 
all my 


might and it caught him right across 
the head.

ployment. 
The department of ornmncrec lias shown that there has been 


a decrease of £3,000,000,000 in the value of this country's foreign trade 
during the pasi fiscal you- as a result of the world-wido business 
depression, coming as (in aftermath ot the war. 
It is encouraging, 


however, to find the highest authorities in the country tell us that tho 
worst has been passed and 'Hint the business pendulum is gradually 
'swinging back to the state of normalcy. 
Much of the trouble has arisen 


from the falling off in our export business and much more has been 
due to (he fact that retailers, wholesalers and manufacturers are con- 
ducting their business with great 
conservatism, each 
carrying 
as 


little stock as possible on hand in order to avoid possible losses due to 
the uncertainly of prices. If business men generally would carry normal 
stocks, the load forced back upon tho producers would be lightened and 
the industries would fee! the change in a demand that would result in 
greater activity. 


That such a condition will soon arrive there is good reason lo believe 


so that the men now employed in Ix>wcll will he gradually absorbed 
by the local industries. There are signs of better conditions in the local 
teitile factories, Ln the United States Cartridge shop, and the shoe shops. 
The Saco-Lowell shop is preparing to run night shifts in some of its de- 
partments, so that while business is still below what we understand as 
normal, yet it is steadily improving. 


When congress gets down to work again, it will surely hasten the 


enactment of the revenue bill, the new tariff, and other measures calcu- 
lated to hasten the stabilization of prices and remove the uncertainty 
that has been one of the great obstacles to business enterprise since tho 
close of the war. Hence there is no reason fo^ taking a pessimistic rien 
of the situation or of assuming that this city or this country has gone 
to the dogs. 
The signs of better times abend are very, encouraging 


and in the meantime it is (he duty of the city officials, employes am 
employed to do everything possible for the unemployed to the end tha 
neither they nor their dependents may suffer from want of the necessaries 
of life. 
We have here no sensationalists trying to paint matters worse 


than they really are: hut, nevertheless; it is the duty of every citizen to 
look around in his ur her neighborhood lo see that nobody is in wnnl.

J5400 automobile, broko down after 12 
hours of questioning yesterday and 
made a complete confession, according 
to the iiollce- 


Tho youth, brought back Saturday 


night from Adams. Wls.. his 
former 


homo, where he had driven hie mother 
in tho car Friday, the day ftftej- the 
murder, was Quoted as admitting that 
ho alone planned and 
executed' tho 


tragedy. 


Tho tcrrlbla beatings shown on the 


bodies and the trussing of both was 
merely "to be aura they were dead," 
according to tha alleged confession, 
which In part follows: 
Gav» Him No Chance 


"Ausmus waited In the car ouUIdo 


my houss at the curblngr while I 
went Insido with Dougherty. 1 told 
him I would give him the money for 
tho car in the parlor. When I got to 
the parlor I drow a pistol. He just 
held up his hands. 1 guess he thought 
I was going to rob him. 


"1 pulled out tha handcuffs with one 


riand and told him to hold out his 
na-nds. one at a time. All the time I 
kept him covered with the gun. He 
looked like a powerful man and I 
wasn't going to give him a 
chance. 


1 took him to the basement. 


"When we eot down the stairs I 


took the baseball bat In ono hand, but 
I kept him covered with the pistol so 
that he couldn't move 


'Turn around.' I said. He started 


to turn, i guess then he had an Idea 
of what was coming, but it was too 
late. I swung tho bat with 
all my 


might and it caught him right across 
the head. He went down, but tried to 
strike back with his two hands to- 
gether. 


"I kept beating him over the head 


until he didn't move any more. 1 hit 
htm with a bat and with a hatchet. 
Then I cut his throat. I was afraid 
he might come to while I was going 
upslalra to get Ausmus. 
Waited For Ausmus 


'Then I went upstairs and waited. 


I knew Ausmus would come In. He 
did a few moments later and I went 
through the same thing I did with tha 
other fellow. 


"After I had them both killed, I 


waited until dark and put .Ausmua In 
a hole In the garage. Then I bound 
up Dougherty's body In a quilt 
and 


dragged It to the automobile. I dump- 
ed him In the river, right over tho 
bridge where he was found floating. 
I had a lot of trouble with that body.
